The  United  States,  Dutch  East  Indies  and  Brazil  are  the  largest  exporters 
of  tobacco,  e:q)orts  f  rom  all  these  countries  in  I920  and  I92I  showing  a  decided 
increase  over  the  pre-war  years.    During  the  period  I9O9-I3,  the  United  States 
exported  381,000,000  pounds  as  compared  with  USO, 000,000  pounds  in  I920  and 
523,000,000  pounds  in  I92I;  the  Dutch  East  Indies  l6U,000,000  pounds  in  I909-I3 
as  com.pared  with  276,000,000  pounds  in  I92O;  and  Brazil  60,000,000  pounds  during 
the  pre-war  years  as  compared  with  67,000,000  poujids  in  I920  and  72,000,000 
pounds  in  1921.
